Correspondence - J. McGough reported a visit from Chester P. Soliz, Tribal Elder of the 
Mashpee Wampanoag Tribe. Mr. Soliz presented the Museum with a copy of a book entitled 
"Historical Footprints of Mashpee Wampanoags". The book shows Dallin’s "Massasoit" and 
"Appeal to the Great Spirit" as a positive representation of the Native American. J. McGough 
received a thank you from William Jenkins, one of our high school students, for letting him 
know about a scholarship available from Arlington Center for the Arts. J. McGough received a 
call from California with an offer of a Dallin equestrian statue entitled "The Stallion". It is in 
Rell Francis book. It is an 18 inch high bronze. H. Leave!! stated we need to have more 
information from him before we make any decision. 


New Business - "Chief Washakie" - we are very lucky to have it returned to us in good 
condition. We will need to rework a gallery to place the "Chief' inside the Museum. "The 
Praying Knight" H. Leavell reported that Bob Shure was going to take a look at it at the Police 
Station. J. McGough will recommend to Cambridge Rindge and Latin to have a vitrine cover 
made for it. The school would like the Museum to have a copy/mold of "The Praying Knight". 
Suggestion - to have it unveiled on Veteran’s Day as "The Praying Knight" stood a symbol of 
World War I. S. Burks made a suggestion that we have American Alarm look at our security 
situation and give us a report. J. McGough informed the Board that while at the MFA he found 
the name of Dallin's model for "Massasoit" in John Singer Sargent's model for "Appollo” -
